Killian's communication to the President. General Strong suggested that 
Mr. Miskovsky be the focal point for drafting a position paper for the 
Director on what CIA's stand should be if the Russians make a ban on 
satellite reconnaissance a precondition for further cooperation in outer 
space activities.
